The Fallacy of the Proposition From • 


Feminine Standpoint. 


Let us take the point of bodily 


strength. It is a matter of common 
observation that women are weaker 
than men; yet if we examine critically

The Wabash to be Improved. 
Gen. MoNnlta, receiver of the Wabasb, 


filed a petition before Judge Gresham 
representing that the road would need 
this year 6,000 tons of steel rails, which 
would cost about $125,000. He was al- 
lowed to make the purchase. He also 
received permission to spend $115,900 in 
repairing, rpnewing and strengthening 
bridges, as follows: Hannibal bridge, 
across the Mississippi Biver, four spans 
to be renewed at a cost of $50,000, of 
which the Wabash pays $25,000; Shoal 
Creek bridge, near Baymond, 111., $15,- 
000; repairing Sangamon Biver bridge, 
near Decatur, $20,000: repairing Flint 
Creek bridge, near West Point, Ind., 
815,000; BridgeCreek bridge.near Delphi, 
Ind., $7,500; West Turkey-Foot bridge, 
near Liberty, O., 85,000. He also asked 
to erect stations at Bine Bidge, near 
Mansfield; Garber, near Gibson; Cairns, 
near Gibson; Bice's, about 4miles east of 
Jacksonville; at Chatton about 4 miles 
west of Golden; 4 miles west of Edwards- 
ville Junction, and at Independence, 
about 5 miles east ot Attica.

ed frequent visits to the forests of Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. On my 
Irst trip, in 3857 I was astonished by the 
destruction of trees caused by ™* 
storms. Every day I came across what 
were called "windfalls," great paths out 
Through the forests in which not as much 
as a shrub would be left standing, but 
where the ground, would be covered by 
fallen trees, piled one on top of the other 
in the wildest confusion, many of them 
snapped In two and nearly all partially 
stripped, of their branches. Some would 
lie in onL direction, so- e in another, and 
the mass of fallen timber formed an im- 
penetrable abattis, often necessitating a 
detour of many miles to adTanoji a few 
hundred y^ards. These windfalls were 
always narrow, never exceeding half a 
mile in width, and sometimes being but 
one hundred and fifty yards from .edge 
to edge, the most common width being 
from a quarter to a third of a mile. One 
of the most remarkable features was tho 
close 
concentration 
of 
the 
storm. 


Within 
fifty 
feet 
of 
the 
edge, 


where the destruction 
was complete, 


not a trace of a strong wind could be ob- 
served In the forest, the young trees be- 
ing unbent and evidently entirely undis- 
turbed. The track was as plainly marked 
and narrowly defined as a wagon road. 
Hundreds of these windfalls would be met 
with in the course of a month's journey, 
and the testimony of all old inhabitants 
was to the effect that tornadoes were by 
no means rare. Littie was heard of them, 
because the country was very sparsely 
Bottled, and a dozen storms might occur 
without a Ufa being lost. The destruc- 
tion durine the last I iw years has been 
so great not on account of the greater 
frequency of the storms, but because 
more towns are likely to lay in the tor- 
nadoes' track."
